TH E RECORD is full o f ex am ples, o f U S. 
blundering in the fo reign aid field W aste, co r­ 
ruptio n and fuzzy -thinking incidents hav e giv en 
the who le fo reign aid pro gram a perm anent 
taint 
The im age o f a benev o lent Uncle Sam distrib­ 
uting do llars to so lv e the pro blem s o f natio ns 
aro und the wo rld has wo rked again pro aid 
fo rces 
So far as fo reign po licy is co ncerned, the 
U nited States has been suppo rting a fo rm idable 
aid pro gram to spur dev elo pm ent which is a 
help to the Am erican eco no my and to m aintain 
influence in strategic areas o f the wo rld. 
The sad truth is the A m erican fo reign aid 
pro gram is, fo r the m o st part, an abject fail­ 
ure 
F o r a quick reference po int, take a lo o k at 
the United Arab Republic — Egy pt. 
Betw een 
19 52 and 
19 6 5, the United States 
pum ped $1 2 billio n into Egy pt The figure pro b­ 
ably wo uld hav e been higher but it co o led o ff 
fro m tim e to tim e as President (Jam al Abdel 
N asser m ade o v ertures to the So v iet Unio n 
D uring this sam e perio d when the United 
S tates was try ing to win friends and influence 


peo ple in Egy pt, the Russians po ured II 8 bil­ 
lio n into President N asser's land. 
The United States, dev iating fro m its fo reign 
po licy , ev entually fo lded its hand and left the 
Middle E ast po t to the Russians, 
So m any ex am ples o f fo reign po licy fo o lish­ 
ness are staring this natio n in the face, it geta 
tireso m e reiterating them . 
So what can be do ne to m ake fo reign aid an 
effectiv e internatio nal diplo m atic lev er and to 
m ake sure funds needed fo r do m estic pro gram s 
are no t being piped into fo reign co untries? 


PRESID EN T KENNEDY, in 19 6 3, appo inted 
a study gro up, headed by (Jen Lucius D Clay , 
to take a lo o k at the fo reign aid situatio n and 
m ake reco m m endatio ns fo r tightening up th« 
pro gram . 
One o f the criticism s lev eled at fo reign aid by 
the co m m ittee was that the United States was 
“ attem ping to o m uch fo r to o m any nd that a 
higher quality and reduced quantity o f o ur dif­ 
fused aid effo rt in certain co untries co uld ac­ 
co m plish m o re.” 
The co m m ittee pro po sed that aid no t be ex ­ 
tended if it “ sim ply po stpo nes the inev itable 
day o f financial ami natio nal recko ning ’ o f the 
recipient natio n; if it were being used to es.ab- 
lish 
‘ go v ernment-o w ned 
industrial 
and 
co m ­ 
m ercial enterprises which co m pete with ex ist­ 
ing priv ate endeav o rs and in situatio ns “ inco n­ 
sistent with o ur beliefs, dem o cratic traditio n 
and kno wledge o f eco no mic o rganizatio n and 
co nsequences.” 
In sho rt, the panel was suggesting A m erican 
tax pay er m o ney be spent 
m o re wisely and 
m o re co nsistently with realistic go als 
The idea still is wo rthy o f co ngressio nal at­ 
tentio n. 


Turning a Political Phrase 


So o n the new spapers, the TV screens and the 
a ir w av es will be filled to o v erflo wing with 
news o f the natio nal po litical co nv entio ns and 
their related activ ities 
Fine o rato ry , fine so unding phrases and finely 
m o tiv ated so lutio ns to the natio n's ills will be 
heard 
As a sam ple o f what m ay be ex pected, co nsi­ 
d er a co uple o f phrases which Go v Dan Ev an* 
o f W ashingto n, key no te speaker fo r the Republi­ 
can natio nal co nv entio n, tried o ut fo r reactio n 
In his w arm -up speeches 
The go v erno r described the Republican philo ­ 
so phy as o ne which wo uld hav e the party c rea te 


a “ self-help so ciety ” rather than a “ help-v o ur- 
self so ciety .” 
No t o nly do es the co m pariso n so und go o d — 
and pro m ising — but it m akes the o ppo sing 
party lo o k bad. 
Ano ther dandy is v ery appro priate in declar­ 
ing that, “ It is tim e no w to reach inw ard, to 
reach do wn and to uch the tro ubled spirit o f 
A m erica ” 
It is a little early y et to get wind o f what the 
D em o crats will co m e up with in the way o f 
cam paign o rato ry . But if it is as go o d as the 
R epublican line appears to be, this m ay be 
quite a y ear fo r turning a phrase po litically .

Aero f’o t selects their 
stew ardesses fo r their strength instead o f 
their lo o ks. T hat's why y o u nev er hear o f an 
Aero flo t plane being hijacked to Hav ana 
When my wife and 1 arriv ed at the airpo rt 
In Mo sco w, the Into urist guide who was slat­ 
ed to m eet us w asn’t there, and there was 
so m e co nfusio n abo ut it. 
THE COMMISSAR in charge went thro ugh 
sev eral sheafs o f paper and finally he said to 
us co ldly , "Yo u were scheduled to co me o n 
the Air France flight " 
I didn't w ant to get the co nsulate emplo y e 
in P aris in tro uble so I said, “ I didn’t like 
the m o v ie they were sho wing o n Air F rance, 
and since I knew Aero flo t wo uld be fiv e 
ho urs late, it wo uld giv e me a chance to see 
the R ussian v ersio n o f “ W ar and Peace " 
This seem ed to satisfy him. and he gav e 
m e a c ar and a chauffeur to the Ho tel Ro ssi- 
y a which A m erican new spaperm en in Mo s­ 
co w refer to as “ Co m rade H ilto n." The Ho ‘el 
R cssiy a has go o d beds and is the largest ho ­ 
tel in the wo rld. One lo bby o v erlo o ks the 
K rem lin and the o ther lo bbv o v erlo o ks the 


w inter palace in Leningrad It is so big and 
the chances o f getting lo st a re so great that 
no to urist is perm itted to leav e his ho tel 
ro o m witho ut a canteen o f w ater. 
E v ery pro blem co ncerning to urism is han­ 
dled by Into urist, an all-enco m passing state 
o rganizatio n which pro v ides cars, interpret­ 
ers, m eal tickets and free red tape fo r any ­ 
o ne v isiting the So v iet Unio n. 
If y o u stick to the schedule, Into urist will 
giv e y o u no tro uble But if fo r so me reaso n 
y o u want to change it, y o u arem arked as a 
petty bo urgeo is adv enturist, and the Into urist 
peo ple will sho w y o u no m ercy . 
I m ade the m istake, while in Mo sco w, o f 
try ing to change my ho tel ro o m The request 
w as granted o nlv after I signed a co nfessio n 
say ing that I was wo rking fo r the CIA and 
had co me to Mo sco w to pho to graph the plans 
o f the Ho tel Ro ssiy a fo r a new Ho liday Inn 
that was being built in Chicago 
D ESPITE THF ’ t v r r * < — 
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the pro blem s o f co ping with So v iet bureauc­ 
racy , y o u can hav e a wo ndertui tim e v isiting 
the So v iet Unio n. 
At the airpo rt just befo re we w ere readv 
to leav e I said to my wife, ‘ Yo u fo rgo t to 
thro w a co in in the fo untain at Red Square. 
No w y o u m ay nev er co me back ” 
She cried all the way to Mo nte Carlo . 


Mo sco w, to which W alter R euther so o n will 
trav el 
To 
the 
diplo m ats 
(labo r attaches) fro m 
abro ad, including tho se fro m E astern Euro pean 
lands, Victo r R euther's disco urse o n so cial ac­ 
tio n was im pressiv e indeed. 
But to insiders it was hardly co m plete despite 
its sweeping grandeur o f illusio n and sharpness 
o f disillusio nm ent with m o st o f A m erican labo r. 
W hat was no t said was that the R euther 
bro thers plan a new labo r federatio n, and no t 
m erely an ad ho c series o f co o perativ e driv es 
o n the po litical, m edical health, sm all farm e rs’ 
and black w o rkers' fro nts. 
To the info rm ed, this is o bv io us Peo ple m ay 
no t be lo gical. But ev ents are. 
The new auto unio n-Team siers alliance has 
hit the high ro ad to federatio n, a m ass mo v e­ 
m ent, and a daring and electrify ing co nfro nta­ 
tio n with the 14 millio n m em ber AFL-CIO. 


W ALTER REUTHER SIMPLY is rebuilding 
his o ld Co ngress o f Industrial O rganizatio ns. 
R euther Is a brilliant strategist and did no t talk 
and walk his way o ut o f the AFL-CIO to wind 
up in a cul-de-sac 
Hav ing charged the m ajo r labo r federatio n 
with inactio n and insensitiv ity to the new day , 
the UAW president sim ply co uld no t co ntinue 
bo m barding Geo rge M eany with white papers, 
and pro duce no thing. 


He had to mo v e Fo r this he needed a po wer 
base which his o wn unio n tried but co uld no t 
build o n the po litical and black fro nts o utside 
the aulo industry . 


So he turned to the o ne m assiv e po wer struc­ 
ture o utside the AFL-CIO — the Team ster*. 
R euther is a m o st agile and shrewd bargainer. 
In return fo r the alliance, he gav e Fitzsim m o ns 
his first chance to dram atize him self witho ut 
the aid o f Jim m y Ho ffa. 


Thus, Fitz fo und him self sitting alo ngside the 
so cio lo gical R euther instead o f so me o f the sca­ 
to lo gical m uscle so prev elant in preressurectio n 
day s. 
The alliance was anno unced and there w ere 
v ague wo rds abo ut so cial actio n and ad ho c ef­ 
fo rts to rev italize labo r The specifics w ere left 
fo r a m eeting so m e tim e in Septem ber. 
M eanwhile, hav ing dev elo ped his po wer base, 
R euther put him self in a m o st strategic po si­ 
tio n. As Victo r R euther to ld the diplo m ats, the 
alliance has huge funds av ailable fo r o rganiz­ 
ing. 


THIS WILL TEM PT m any a unio n. Reuther 
also no w can o ffer the bait o f T eam ster suppo rt 
in new driv es and future strikes. This is tem pt­ 
ing to o . 


So so m e o f R euther's men no w are co ntacting 
o ther unio ns o usted fro m the o ld CIO y ears ago . 
T here are, fo r instance. H arry Bridges' left- 
wing, Pacific Co ast lo ngsho rem en’s unio n and 
the E ast C o ast’s United E lectrical w o rkers. 
T hey 're all being to ld that their o uster fro m 
the o ld CIO o n charges o f hav ing fo llo wed a 
pro -So v iet line is just so m uch "w ater o v er the 
d a m .” 
And that they ’re welco me in the new crusade. 
But welco me to w hat’’ C ertainly m o re than an 
“ alliance ” 
They m ay all be under the sam e ro o f early in 
19 6 9 when the new ALA runs " a representativ e 
natio nal co nference" — a co nv entio n, actually . 
Such a “ co nference" needs “ structuring,” as 
the alienated academ icians say . And structur­ 
ing m eans a central headquarters and a secre­ 
tariat 
There co u'd be unio ns with well o v er 
fo ur millio n m em bers at the “ co nference" 
Thus W alter R euther will hav e his new labo r 
m o v em ent, and the T eam sters will hav e a new 
charism a.

Th*t s why the latest Gallup Po ll sho wuq. 
Nix o n in the lead natio nwide has thrilled t 
suppo rters, and perhaps already has influenced 
m any o f the delegates who were 
wav ering 
The Ro ckefeller adherents, ho wev er, 
insi-t 
that the New Yo rk go v erno r wo uld be 
mo re 
likely to carry the states with the big citiec 
than Nix o n wo uld 


Thus the debate co ntinues, with no way o f 
really so lv ing the guessing gam e until the te-d 
has co me in No v ember 


The co ntentio n o f Ro ckefeller him self has 
been that the states with a large num ber o f 
electo ral v o tes are m o re apt to go to him than 
to Nix o n, and that the v o te in the indus n a l 
ita te s o f the No rth and the West will be crucial. 


POLITICAL REALISTS kno w that th. elec 
al v o te o f these states is o ften swung by 10 
heav y v o te o btained in the cities The o utco t' o 
therefo re, rests o n w hat's go ing to 
happen in 
the large centers o f po o ulatio n rather than wiv » 
will happen in the sm all to wns and farm area 
Up to no w, a determ ined effo rt ha> be>n 
m ade by po liticians in bo th parties to curry fa­ 
v o r with the Negro v o ters co ncentrated in the 
big cities. W hat is no t kno wn, ho wev er, is just 
ho w the white po pulatio n feels abo ut 
racial 
pro blem s. 


The av erage perso n, either white o r co lo red 
do esn’t like to talk o penly abo ut what his pref­ 
erence is 
This is substantiated bv the larce 
num ber o f v o ters who call them selv es “ inde­ 
pendents” o r tell the po llsters that they are 
“ undecided ” 


There are. to be sure, m anv millio ns o f v o t- 
•rs , particularly amo ng the wo men, who a l­ 
ready hav e m ade up their m inds o n ho w thev 
• re go ing to v o te but who do no t disclo se their 
Intentio ns ex cept to their clo se friends Thev do 
no t like to beco me inv o lv ed in po litical quar­ 
rels 


M any Republicans, irrespectiv e o f who m they 
are suppo rting, feel that the white v o te in m anv 
cities will be cast o v erwhelm ingly against the 
D em o cratic 
party 
because 
o f 
dissatisfactio n 
with its handling o f rio ts and disturbances. 


Pro bably the biggest surprise in the No v em­ 
ber electio n will be the large defectio n inside 
the big cities aw ay fro m the D em o cratic party . 


The natio nal adm inistratio n has so ught to 
giv e the im pressio n that it is no t respo nsible in 
any way fo r what the states and cities hav e 
do ne o r failed to do to m aintain o rder, but the 
tendency o f the v o ters is to blam e the party in 
po wer anv w ay when things go wro ng. 
So to find an answ er to the questio n “ who 
will w in’ ” there m ust first be a m o re intim ate 
kno wledge o f what is go ing o n in the m ajo r ci­ 
ties o f the co untry 
The am o unt o f disco ntent m ay be big eno ugh 
to swing into the Republican co lumn m anv o f 
the large states which hav e fo r y ears been 
co unted o n by the D em o crats 
It m ay be ex pected that the Republican no mi­ 
nee will take adv antage o f this situatio n and 
pro m ise that, if elected, he will m aintain o rder 
ev en if it m eans the federal go v ernm ent must 


interv ene with m ilitary fo rce. 
Mo st o f the Nix o n suppo rters be’iev o that 
while he has no t spo ken m uch abo ut the pro b­ 
lem . he has indicated in his utterances a firm ­ 
ness that m akes him m o re respo nsiv e to the 
wishes o f the v o ters o f the big cities than any 
o f the o ther candidates wo uld be 
Such a shift in the v o tes in the big cities is an 
Inev itable result o f the rio ting and diso rder, 
particularly in the last two y ears 
M any o f the white v o ters feel that a desir* 
fto t to alienate the Negro v o te has caused the 
adm inistratio n to be m o re to lerant o f the mili­ 
tancy o f the dem o nstratio ns and their co nsequ­ 
ences than sho uld hav e been the case 


CERTAINLY TH ERE IS v o ter dissatisfactio n 
In the cities acro ss the co untry because o f a v a­ 
riety o f griev ances. It m ay be assum ed that 
N ix o n’s rise as well as W allace’s surprising 
am o unt o f suppo rt, ev en o utside the So uth, has 
been due prim arily to the reactio n o f white v o t­ 
ers in all parts o f the natio n 
N aturally the delegates to the Republican 
co nv entio n want to no m inate so meo ne they feci 
wo uld win in No v ember, and sev eral o f the v et­ 
eran po liticians in the Republican party , as 
they surv ey the reactio n o f the electo rate, hav e 
co ncluded that they wo uld fare better with Nix ­ 
o n than with any o ther candidate 
This is the real reaso n why the Nix o n 
candi­ 
dacy has been gro wing in strength.
